A Berrien circuit court jury awarded $23,700 in damages 


Wednesday lo the guardian of a four-year-old boy injured 
by a rotary power lawnmower in 1971. 


Jurors in Judge William S. White's court also awarded 


J1.300 to the father of Ihe boy for medical expenses. 


Plaintiffs were Robert Undcrly of Galien, guardian of 


James Wolkins, Jr., and James Wolkins, Sr., the father. 
Defendants were Henry and Mildred Wolkins of Galien, tho 
boy's grandparents. 


The plaintiffs, represented by Ally. George Keller of St. 


Joseph, claimed Ihe the young boy was visiting his grand- 
parcnls when the accident occurred. The defendants were 
accused of being negligent by allowing Ihe boy, then two- 
and-one-half years old, lo be unattended in the vicinity of 
the lawnmower. 


The plaintiffs filed suit in 1971 claiming^ young Wolkins 


received fractures, culs, and scars by falling against Ihe 
lawnmower. 


The grandmother claimed she did hot know the lawn- 


mower was being operated when she left the toy alone for 
a short period of time. The grandfather claimed he did ntit 
know the boy was in the vicinily when he began operating 
the lawnmower. 


The father and son both currently reside with Ihe 


grandparenls. 


A court official indicaled off Ihe record after Ihe trial that 


insurance was involved and that ultimately an insurance 
company would pay the damages. Michigan .statutes 
prohibit mention of insurance in negligence Irials.

Seek To Cool Economy 


Money Supply Tightened 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Reserve Board has 
moved to cool the nation's 
economy by tightening the sup- 
ply of money member hanks 
have available for business 
loans. 


The board Wednesday or- 


dered member hanks to raise 
their reserves from 5 to 8 per 
cent on the amounl of increase 
in their large outstanding cer- 
tificates of deposit. The action 
takes effect June 7. 


Banks issue certificates of 


deposit In exchange for money 
deposited for specified periods 
of time. Higher inlcrcst is paid 
on Ihe cerlificatcs lhan on 
regular savings accounls. 


Ccrtificalcs 
arc a 
major 


source of funds that banks 


acquire and lend lo businesses 
at higher interest rales. 


By the increased 
reserve 


requirements, the board is 
forcing member banks lo sel 
aside a grealer percentage of 
their new funds. 


If a bank had $20 million out-. 


standing in rteposil certificates 
in the week ended May 16 and 
increased that amount to §25 
million, 
that 
additional

million would be subjected lo 
the 
8 
per 
cent 
reserve 


requirement. 


Under the new directive, the 


bank would be forced lo set 
aside $400,000 in reserves, 
rather than the $250,00(1 under 
the old regulation. This would 
withhold 8150,000 Ihal, in the 
absence of the directive, would.

Joseph, says the subsidy is infinitely 
cheaper, than if the seven communities 
were to try to operate their own ser- 
vice.

Whether the ordinance is valid is 


now being considered by Judge Julian 
Hughes of Berrien County Circuit 
Court. Judge Hughes last week issued 
Rampart a permit to operate in St. 
Joseph until the case is decided. 


Whatever the legal outcome, there is 


good reason to believe monopoly 
operation may be the only way to keep 


a local ambulance firm solvent. 


For whatever- reason, Action Am- 


bulance was in debt in 197U after fhree 
years in which competition had come 
and gone, and thar.s when local of- 
ficials and business leaders began 
considering both Action and action.

Gas Tax Hike To Remain 
For At Least Two Months 


LANSING, Mich. (AP> — Michigan's recent hvo-cent-a-gallon 


gasoline tax hike wilt continue to be collected at least for about 
livo more months, while further checks are made on petitions 
seeking to block the lax. 


Tho Board of State Canvassers voted Wednesday to' make a 


random sample check of petitions signatures against voter 
registration lisls. 


Howard McCowan, a state elections aide, said it would take a 


week or so to set up the random sampling system, and up to 45 
days to make the check at the city and township levels. 


Elections officials said that a count o[ the petitions reveals 


(hey contained 176,483 signatures. The number was reduced to 
166,681 when some signatures were disqualified /or not being 
complete or for being on defective petitions. 


If the state board certifies at least 132,80!) signatures of voters 


and if the petitions survive expected legal challenges they will 
suspend the gas tax increase until a statewide vote in November 
1974. 


Richard Durant of Grosse Poinlc, attorney for the petition 


backers, tried unsuccessfully Wednesday to get the board to 
certify the petitions on the basis of the checks made so far. 


Durant, a conservative Republican who has differed with Gov. 


Mllliken on issues, said he felt the law does not rcciuire the 
board to make a sampling of voter registration lists. 


However, Sol Biencnfcld, assistant attorney general, said tho 


attorney general's opinion is that the board Is required to tako 
such a sampling. 


Elections aides said there is no set pattern in past petition 


campaigns on the percentages of signatures which prove to be 
those of registered voters. 


Percentages of signatures which proved to be registered 


voters have ranged from 50 to 95, they said. 


Tom Downs, attorney for the Michigan County Road Associa- 


tion, said a sampling of 203 signlnres on the current petitions 
showed that 44 persons were not registered voters. 


Downs, who said his sampling could not be taken as a scien- 


tific survey, said the check was made in Lansing, East Lansing 
and Detroit, 


The gas tax hike was the major part of Milliken's transpor- 


tation package approved by the Stale Lcgislalure last year. 


One-halt cent of (he new two-cent tax is being diverted to 


public transportation services', such as buslines. 


If ruled to have sufficient names, the petitions also would be 


assured of a legal challenge. 


The question would be whether the gas (ax increase is part of 


an appropriations bill. If ruled so by the attorney general and by 
the courls, then the petitions would not be allowed. 


The Michigan Constitution prohibits petition challenges 


against appropriations bills but allows them for other laws.
